Stevensville animal rescue working 
with Town to update animal bylaw

Tucked away in the outskirts of Ste¬ 
vensville, the Beaver Creek Farm Sanc¬ 
tuary provides a haven for abandoned 
farm and companion animals until they 
find their forever homes. 

"I’ve been doing this (rescuing ani¬ 
mals) since I was a kid,” said Beaver Creek 
Farm Sanctuary owner Amy Bremner. 

The 23-acre farm provides space for 
neglected and abused animals to safely 
run, play and live while they are reha¬ 
bilitated and adopted. 

Bremner and her husband Brent have 
opened their hearts and their farm to 
rescue animals since 2008. 

The farm’s history dates back to 1983, 
when Bremner’s parents bought the 
property. Bremner's mom, Margaret, 
was a nurse, and her dad, Frank, was a 
volunteer fireman. 

“For some reason, we always had ani¬ 
mals to take care of. We had a potbelly 
pig, ducks and even a baby goat. My 
mother was always taking animals in.” 

As a child, Bremner felt she had a 
special connection with animals.

“I remember I went into a 
depression and I stayed in bed 
for a long time.” 

But with support from her 
family, Leavey said she man- 
aged to overcome her 
depression. 

It wasn't easy and Leavey is 
still on a long road to 
recovery.
